is safe off Vancouver, Ottawa is not 
aware of thu. fact. The naval auth- 
orit‘ies. at the capital are today w-4t 
out any direct news of the Rainbow.

The minister of finance, by this 
arrangement, will act as trustee to 
hold gold for account of the Bank! 
of England, and American or Cana- 
dian bankers desir ing to pay gold 
in London will forward to the min- 
ister of finance here for account of 
the Bank of England. Thus it’ wil), 
not be necessary to‘ship god across 
the Atlantic to make payments 1n 
London, and by the arrangements 
exchange rate should at once easy 
off. The-speedy shipment of Ameri- 
can and Canadian exports should 
quickly restore the financial balance 
and possibly bring it. about at ex:

FARMING GOSPGL SPEAKS

That Alberta and Saskatchewan 
lare. not entirely wheat-mining prov- 
‘inces is the conclusion reached: by 
the Ottawa Journal after studying 
statistics that have been prepared. 
It. finds that Alberta last year :pro- 
| duced: $15,000,000 worth of poultry, 


eggs, and milk, and that from’ the™ 


milk was made $6,800,000 of other 
‘foodstuffs, such as butter and cheese 
The Journal has also discovered a 
farmer near Saskatoon who has two 
thousand acres of alfalfa and who 
expects to realize as much frem one 
acre of this crop as he would from 
30 acres of wheat. Incidentally this 
agricultuitst has 
horses, 1,000 cattle and 2,000 acres 
™ corn, which figures would ,lead one 
to conclude that the said agricultur- 
ist can pass up tne oil depelopment 
without the least symptom of a pang 
of regret. Ss 

The Journal's observations wilt 
give its readers some idea as to 
‘the spread of the gospel of mixed 
farming,but since the quoted statis- 
tics were prepared, interest in the 
movement has become far more pro- 
jnounced, and this year Alberta’s mi- 
xed farming returns wiH be much 
,greater than in 1913. In hogs alone 
the figures will run to $6,000,000 and 
the valde of dairy productt will be 
vastly increased. It is accordingly 
;Obvicus that, as the years pass, Al- 
jberta and Saskatchewan will elimin- 
;ate bad year conditions to a large 
‘extent by generally adopting a sch- 
jeme of mixed farming that will not 
| confine the agriculturists’ energies to

Whilst in the east recently, Mr. 
Craig purchased a number of short- 
horns for the demonstration farms. 

The herd at Slaresholm is;now en. 
tirely Ayrshire, the shorthorns hav- 
ing been removed to Sedgewick, and 
replaced by additional Ayrshires be- 
ing bought in the east. Two herds, 
one’ of shorthorns and, one of Hol- 
steins, have been established at the 
new farm at Athabasca. A few cat- 
tle were added to.the herds at the 
other farms. . Mr. Craig also saw to 
the, purchase of some pure bred cat- 
tle for farmers in’ Alberta who had 
placed orders with the government.—

If in: making preparations for war, 
even though he has declared in an 
egotid:ical oration to his subjects, 
that the sword ‘was’ forced into his 
hand, the Emperor of- Germany 
thought that he was making a stra- 
‘getical move to catch Ls enemies 
unawares, he is due for a disconcert- 
ing surprise: ‘And; regardless of the 
Carefully laid plans of years, the 
surprise may prove ‘disastrous ‘to 
the German nation. 

It is true that when the political 
atmosphere became first charged 
with the electricity of war, the tri- 
ple entente was in a sorry fix. Eng- 
land ;had on her,hands the home rule 
j question, presaging civil war; Rus- 
'sia faced the biggest strike in his 
tory, and France, torn by internal 
dissension, was practically without 
a parliament, When 
menace became acute, however, mat- 
ters-at home ‘were soon\rectified. The 
Trish question was instantaneously 
shelyed; the Russian strive was set- 
tled in twenty-four hours, and the 
French patriots ‘at once united and 
made all preparations for holding 
up their end. Before the one 
danger, local troubles became 
secondary considerations. 

In. a marvelously brief space of 
time the three;nations were,in readi- 
ness for any contingency tnat micht 
pessibly arise.

AUSTRIA’S AND SBERVIA’S 
i ‘EXCUSE FOR WAR 


The assassination of Archduke Fra- 
pnels and his wife has been the spark 
jthat has kindled into flame the 
long smouldering embers of: Austrian 
and Servian hatredf Bhocking as 
that tragedy was, it was, after all, 


a long chapter 
an incident 
which Austria had been quick to sieze 
on as an opportunity to vent the 


hatred of years on the little neigh- 


boring state, whose aggressions she 
can no longer ignore and whose pre- 
tensions she no longer dares to 
scorn. 


Austria’s ultimatum did not come' 


as a surprise to anyone who has fol- 
lowed her diplomatic manoeuvring of 
the past twenty-five years. Austria 
has never: been able to forgite Ser- 
via for existing at all, and Servia 
‘has always fiercely resented, her tiz 
neighbor's stubborn opposit'on- to 
her own s€hemes for development. 

For twenty-five years jealousy and 
enmity have led on each other, for 
twenty-five years each has irritated 
the other;in all the numberless, ways 
‘known to stilled politicians, for 25 
years each has -been held in check by 
the pressure cf outside influences. 
But now the tragic dc*th of the heir 
apparent, has put in Austria’s hands 
an excuse so powerful that she dares 
to use it as a weapon, while Servia 
assured of the absolute loyalty end 
unity of her people and confident of 
of the’ backing of all the southern 
Slavs, is only put in the position of 
having her :hand forced. ey 

At. the first thourht it svonld. seem: 
that, considering the difference in 
size and resources, any .contest © be- 
tween these two countries must be 
unequal. Austria has enjoyed a long 
period of peace and possesses a hig 
and highly trained; army.  Servia, 
on the other hand, is \only beginning 
to recover from two costly wars Al- 
though. she gained thereby, the tecris 
tory in Macedonia thatshe had lony 


coveted, she hag not yet had the, 


time to profit by it. ; 

Serviia: is poor and her. army com- 
paratively small, “but she possesses 
an element of strength, the value of 
which ig doubled to her by reason of 
the fact that the same quality is. 
Austria's great weakness. _ The en- 
‘tire Servian people are a unit, on 
any question of national honor, the 
disloyalty of any part of her army 
is an impossible supposition. 

On the other hand, the Austrian 
army, like the Austrian empire, is 
made up of many people of many 


_minds, and it is not possible *o he 


auite certain how it. would coaruct 
itself in.a war in which racial con- 
siderations would be involved, as in 
a war with Servia. 

In a war with Servia practically 
all the military operations ‘would he 
conducted ‘in a territory. populated 
almost wholly, by Serhs, a people 
jtied by the sympathy of common 
race and tradition \to the. people they 
would be fighting; ties that are, to 
the southern Slavs, many /times more 
binding than the. slender political 
threads that hold them to the Aus- 
trian empire. 

In prosecuting a war against Ser- 
jvia, Austria has, long known that 
she: would expose herself to the dan- 
ger of arousing to open rebellion her 
entire southern Slav population. 
Apart from the deep sources of 
iGermany and Slav racial antipathy 
the hatred of Austria and Servia 
‘had tts beginning as far back ‘as 1878 


when by the Berlin treaty Servia 


was given her independence as a 
state, while Bosnia and Herzogovina 
peopled by the very flower of the 
Serb race, whose , devoted patriotism 
had kindled the revolution that: hum- 
, bled Turkey, were practically «given 
over to Austria. . 

‘The. so-called = ‘‘pig wars’’ 
“poultry wars’? were ‘an outgrowth 
of this. systematic repression. 'Servia 


iraised large quantities of pigs and 
fowl of a high grade, and if she 
could market them readily would 
ifind them a valuable export. But 


Austria steadily maintained ruinous 
quarantine regulations that prevents 
the stock being transported ~ across 
[Bek territory to market. The result 
'was that the Servian market | was 
glutted with these products and the 
farmers received no prices at all. 
Two cents for a chicken and five cent 
for a ham would rouse the fighting 
blood of any farming community. 

| During all this time Austria kept 
a blighting hand on the political 
life of the country. Her influence 
was, apparent in all. the elections and 
in the disturbed relations with Mon- 
tenegio. When Russia took a hand 
in: Servian affairs as a check . to 
Austria, the distraught little king- 
dom could wonder what freedom 
meant after all. Only within the 
past few, years has it heen alfe to 
free itself from these various rle- 
ments, enjoy an independent politic- 
al life, and create a friendly. 


! 
and 


under- 


‘standing with Montenegro. . 
When Austria definitely annexed 


Bosnia and’ Herzgovina, Servia saw 
her hopes of their ultimate union 
;with her entirely defeated. She pro- 
tested bitterly, and carried her war- 
like’ preparations to such a_ point 
that her army practically confront- 
ed that of Austria on the opposite 
side of.the Danube. The  interfer- 
lence of Germany which held hack 
‘Russia’s hand extended to help the 
Serbs was all that prevented a ser- 
ious war. Here again. Servia felt 
herself outraged and defeated. by the 
united Germanic influence, and nur- 
lsiog her hurts she once more set 
herself to wait for her opportunity. 

It came with the outbreak of the 
Balkan war, when by a series of 


j brilliant campaigns the,Servians ad- 


vanced straight through Albania to 
Durazzo, thus seisting the coveted 
Seaport. It is not hard to recall 
the manoeuvrings by which: Austrian 
diplomacy defeated this end by set- 
ting up the’ ill-fated little kingdom 
ef Albania’ as a buffer. At the same 
time she was able to prevent’ Mont- 
enegro, also a Serb state, from main 
taining her hold on the hardly-won 
city of Scutari.; Not even the high- 
ly desirable portions’ of Macedonia 
that fell to Servia’s lot at the end 
of the war were able to compensate 
her forsher rage and disappointment 
in the; loss of footing on the sea. 

Austria's irritation against Servia 
via, which has expressed itself . in 
the sharp phrasing of the ultimatum 
is based on her belief in Servia’s in- 
tention to aggrandize herself at the 
expense of Austria, and her belief 
in official connivance in plots and 
schemes. to alienate her subjects and 
so further her ends. é 

Austria further claims that the 
public schools of Servia have: been 
used as an instrument for the instill- 
ing of anti-Austrian prejudice, and 
asserts that every branch of the 
Servian official service is honeycomb- 
ed with'plots against Austrian tran- 
quility. 

Until she s#ized on the murder of 
the Archduke, Austria was not able 
to put ‘her finger on any tangible’ ey- 
idence of Servia’s malfeasance. But 
Bervia's reprises for Austri’s high- 
handedness were not less irritating 
for being intangible. Austia has felt 
for years that all Servia was a hot- 
bed of intrique and conspiracy a- 
gainst her, and. she has recognized 
the slow encroachment ‘of the dis- 
turbing influence centred there in her 
own territory. The fact that noth- 
ing has been: sufficiently well defined 
to be open to official resentment has 
not rendered the aggregate loss less 
exasperating, Nor have the repeated 
denials of the Servian authorities 


that the plots were sporadic andl 


without the slightest official conniv- 
ance served to satisfy. her.

GERMANY HAS. BLUNDERED; 
' AWAKENING DRAWING NEAR 


London, Aug. 10—When the history 
of this Armagedeon is written, no 
‘matter what its outcome, the world 
will know that, so far as Germany 
is concerned it was a war of mis- 
calculations. 

Germany has Liundered all along 

the lines. Her own people will come 
to realize this before long and when 
they do so there will be wailing‘ and 
-gnashing of teeth.’ 
"At present they are hopelessly in 
the dark. Drunk: with self-confidence 
they are being dragged deeper and 
deeper into the uncertainties of wor- 
lad-war in the belief that the sword 
has been foreed into the kaiser’s 
hand. 

Germany’s  miscalculations have 
been both political and military. 
They began with the coaksure suppo- 
sition that the triple-entente would 
not withstand the shock of war. 
France was held to be unready. Rus- 
sia was looked upon as being on the 
brink of revolution,. both political 
and industrial. England was thought 
to be preoccupied with Ulster, and 
‘disinclined under any circumstances 
to risk anything ‘in a great continen- 
tal struggle not directly, affecting 
her. Italy’s help was a foregone 
conclusion. 

The idea ol the Belgians’ resistance 
to Germany's temporary invasion 


was hardly considered. That Belgium’ 


could offer military resistance worthy 
of Plevna, never entered Berlin's 
mind. American sympathy was ab- 
solutely counted upon. It’s absence 
is the crucilest disappointment the 
kaliser’s ‘government has so far suf- 
ferred. 

Its miscalculations in regard to 
England were perhaps the, greatest of 
all It scouted the idea of an Eng- 
lish army, or that Kitchener might 
suddenly he placed in charge of it. 
The Germans have been educated by 
their political professors, to delieva 
that a great: Muropean war which 
jnvolved Great Britain, ‘meant the 
independence. of Canada, Australia 
and South Africa, and revolutions in 
Beypt and India. ‘The hour of rude 
awakening has set in. Great ~ sold- 


jers and statesmen warned that the 


war would produce surprises.

HUSBAND DRIVEN FROM HOME; 
WIFE .SELLS PROPERTY 


' Rdmonton, Aug. 7.—Although the 
lands had been transferred to the 
wife in order to avclid seizure for 
debt, the wife had no right to sell 
the lands’ and should: have held them 
in trust. for her husband, according 
,to a judgment handed down |from the 
| supreme court bench,in the case of 
John Scheureman ys Anna Schuere- 
man. The husband was suing the 
, Wife on account of certain Edmonton 
‘property which the wife had sold in 
the absence of the husband fcr the 
‘gum of $3,500, and had received $2,- 
000, the balance being’ still unpaid. | 

It appears that the Sheuremans 
homesteaded near Bruderhiem in rl 
and in 1905 came to live in Edmon- 
,ton. At that time plaintiff bought 
a lot for $700 and built ao house 
worth $600 on it. It was alleged 
that some time ago the wife drove 
her husband. out. of the house and he 
went to visit some, relatives in the 
state of Washington. When he came 
back he found that’ Lis wife had 
gone and had sold the’ property. 
The husband traced her to Portland, 
Oregon, and demanded a transfer of 
the property, which she refused. 

Plaintifi’s trouble ’arose over a 
partnership in a threshing outfit on 
which they failed to’ make their pay- 
ments, and the Case company sold 
Sheureman's hornestead under a mort 
gage which they held. Plaintiff, who 
'thought that the company might not 
be satisfied with ‘the homestead, 
transferred some G.P.R. land which 
‘he had and also his Edmonton pro- 
perty to his wife. +": 

Judgment was given. against defen- 
dant for the §2,000-she -had received 
from the sale:of theproperty, and. the 
hlaintiff was also granted an injunc- 
tion preventing the%wife from receiv- 
ing the balance of~$1;500.
